THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

The signs of the times and the existing 
industrial conditions all greet the busi- 
ness men of St. Louis with promise of a 
happy new year. The oné just closed has 
brought them safe and sound through. 
the period of depression which began 
early in 1893. 

One of the largest retail establish- 
ments, oné whose books have long been 
a reliable index to the state of St. Louis 
trade, admits not only that its Christmas 
holiday trade was the largest in the his- 
tory of the house, but that its enormous 
fall business put the total for 1894 sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars ahead of 
its total for the most successful previous 
year, 1892. There is reason to belleve 
either beaten their record for 1892 or 
come very near doing it. 

The world at large"ls émerging from a 
period of depression, our share of which 
Was aggravated by apprehension of 
what Congress might do to evolve a still 
worse situation from our currency mud- 
die. In spite of some little remaining 
anxiety on that score the news of return- 
ing activity and confidence comes to us 
from all sections and all lines of trade. 
In the situation at Washington there 
seem to be plenty of checks upon hasty 
or ill-considered currency tinkering, and 
nothing else casts any shadow over the 
business outlook for 1895. 


REVERSING HISTORY. 


Mr. Little, whose currency plan is re- 
ceiving favorable consideration from the 
local bankers, shows that his mastery of 
the banking business far exceeds his 
knowledge of United States history and 
politics. 

In his letter to Congressman Cobb he 
notes with pleasure the “tendency to 
force the Government out of the banking 
business.”’ As a desirable part of this 
object, he urges that every dollar col- 
lected from the people by the Govern- 


*% ment be under certain regulations de- 


posited in the banks and kept at work. 
He wants the sub-treasuries abolished} 
and the Government compelled to do 
business with the banks. 

If Mr. Little had studied -American 
politics and history as carefully as he 
has studied banking and business he 
would know that about the greatest 
financial disaster ever experienced by 
this country was caused by the adoption 
of the very«policy he recommends. He 
would know that under the corrupting 
influences of politics and the inflationary 
influence of government deposits in a 
new set of “pet banks,’ no regulations 
that could be adopted would be safe. 
The Government’s banking business 
would be the center of a hotbed of cor- 
ruption and abuses and the banks would 
be forced into national politics in a 
most demoralizing manntr. The inevita- 
ble effect of such a policy would be the 
formation of a powerful bank ring for 
the control of Government deposits 
through the control of parties and ad- 
ministrations, and the money power 
would be exerted in politics as it never 
has been exerted, not even in the days of 
the United States bank, or by the tariff 
barons and trust magnates. 

The kind of fame which Mr. Cobb 
would get from the advocacy of such a 
scheme is not the kind that a statesman 
craves. He would be known as the man 
who tried to reverse history and turn the 
clock back half a century. 


SYMMETRY VS. IBREGULARITY. 


To any. careful sbudeat of Japanese 
art the fact is apparent that their dec- 
orative art, beautiful as it is, is radically 
different from ours.
